The battle 
occurred on April 24 near TIHIers-Bre-

.Six German tanks appeared In frost 


"of the British line shortly before noon 
and started to roll up the fluntre of the 
British Infantry positions. A call for 
help was sent to the nearest British 
tank camp and a squadron, including 
both "male" and "female" tanks short- 
ly appeared on the scene. A rough-and- 
tumble combat ensued. 


The British female tanks,-which ap- 


peared first, were outfought, bat the 
arrival of the heavier male tanks com- 
pletely changed the situation and the 
Germans fled after receiving a bad 
beating.

Alfalfa, 
ha3 suffered from drought in the" west 
hut other hay crops and pastures are 
in good shape in roost parts of the 
country.

the average. Peaches and pears are 
somewhat below.

general crop outlook is quite encourag- 
ing, and this applies particularly to

—Two Pounds "in Town or , 


City — Five in Country. 


A telegram received yesterday by 


A. S. Morris. Otsego County Food ad- 
ministrator, announces that until fur- 
ther notice the sale of sugar for use 
in city or country will again be re- 
stricted. 
The full test of the tele- 


gram is as follows: 


"Effective today, restrict sales of 


sugar to town or city customers to 
two pounds, and rural sales to five 
pounds. This does not 
affect the 


amount-allowed for canning and pre- 
serving." 


Notice to this effect was given yes 


terday to the city retailers, and a! 
the town administrators have been 
notified to communicate the new or- 
der to tte newspapers and tbe reiai 
dealers in their spveral temtories. 


The" regulations regarding sugar 


for canning and preserving are that 
25 pounds can be bought at one time 
for tiiis purpose, but when.tbe sale is 
made the purchaser must sign a 
statement that the sugar will be used 
for the purpose indicated and that 
if all is not used for that purpose it 
will be returned.

Here is hotv the panistment of "the i 


tree"' is described in plain and simple 
language In a prisoner's letter home: 


"A bis party of TThlans rode into the 


camp and surrounded fee men (tvho 
had refused to -work on munition mak- 
ing) aad started pushing and shoring 
theia about, and digging them with 
their rifles. The oScer in charge, who 
could speak English, told the men that 
they -were only prisoners of war, that 
they wonid have to pnt up--situ, wnat 
they could get and do as they were 
ordered. Ee gave them five minutes 
to get to work or he would order them 
to be shot. 
"Tbe men -were literally starring, so 


that nearly all gave in. They were 
marched back to work, which they had 
to do with nothing to eat Tintil eight 
o'clock at eight.

London.—TTCO principal recommen-

For 
the heavy rains at certain seasons, in- 
stead o£ benefiting the soil, over more 
than four-fifths of the area carry awny 
in rushing torrents much of the little 
soil that remains oa the high lands 
and valley slopes. 


"Palestine has not always been tree- 


less. The Roman, emperors had vain- 
able forest in the country, and Absa- 
lom was caught by the anir among the 
trees, but today one might gallop from 
Dan to Beersheba without having to 
duck one's head to avoid a branch. 


"Trees of rapid growth will be plant- 


ed, and for the more cultivable dis- 
tricts fruit-beariug trees will be util- 
ized. 
"The storage of water In lakes and 


reservoirs 5s comparatively simple. By 
erecting small dams across certain 
wavs, a series o? small reservoirs can 
be "constructed at little expense, cre- 
ating a supply that will last through- 
out the dry season. In southern Pales- 
tine hundreds of natural springs car 
be opened which under centuries ol i 
misrule have been nllow.ed to choke:
